Paris Report Admits the 
. Teutons Have Pushed 
Some Distance Southward 
Occupying Avincourt 
tyood — Attacks Were 
Made With Important 
Forces But Met Repulse. 


The Germans before Verdun are 


making a strong drive at the French 
left flank well toward the border of 
the neighboring Argonne region and 
have gained ground south of Malan- 
court, some 10 miles northwest of 
Verdun. 
Their first attacks 
took 


them into the Malancourt wood and 
today's official statement from Pans 
shows them to have pushed some dis- 
tance further southward, occupying 
the Avoincourt wood, the southern 
section of the Malancourt 
wooded 


district. 


The attacks have been made with 


important forces with the support of 
a heavy bombardment by shells of 
large calibre and the throwing of 
liquid fire by detachments carrying 
special devices for the purpose. The 
Germans attempted a

—a dpvice used to resuscitate per- 
sons dying 
from 
asphyxiation 
or

is 


now used by 
the 
government in 


many different branches. 
Machines 


have been installed on battle ships, 
on mine rescue cars and wherever 
else the use of a machine to produce 
mechanical respiration is necessary. 


At the Bradley establishment last 


night, the machine was demonstrat- 
ed before a large number of Newark 
and Licking county physicians who 
had been invited to witness its opera- 
tion by a factory representative. 


The physicians were invited 
by 


Mr. Dradlev to make free use of the 
machine whenever they felt its ser- 
vice would be the means of saving 
life. 


It can be used in saving life in 


many cases of accident 
and emer- 


gency where artificial respiration is 
necessary. Victims of gas, of drown- 
ing, of falls where 
the respiratory 


nerve centers are 
paralyzed 
by a 


blow, and even in oas^s of surgical 
operation where the administration 
of oxygen is needed, this lung motor 
has been found to be invaluable. 


It frequently has been used to re- 


suscitate new-born babes asphyxiated 
during birth. 


Its manufacturers claim that the 


lung-motor saved more than 50 lives 
in the Eastland 
disaster.

used in the great subway accident a 
year ago and following this disaster, 
the

machines.
